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GERMANS OFFER DOES NO 


Latest Proposals Are 
Not More Acceptable 
Than the Earlier Ones 


Passive Resistance in Ruhr 
Must Be Abandoned, Say 
French, Before Any Ne- 
gotiations Can Begin 


PARIS, June 7.—The German 
reparations offer, elaborated in 
the note delivered to the entente 
allies today, remains entirely un- 
acceptable to France, it was de- 
clared in government circles 
tonight, It makes no appreci- 
able advance over the previous 
offers, and France cannot even 
discuss it with Germany, for, as 
was decided at Brussels yester- 
day, the passive resistance in the 
Ruhr must be abandoned before 


any negotiations can begin- 

The mote wae characterized as 
‘u..atisfactory for four main rea- 
fons 

First, because {t makes no men- 
tion of abandoning the passive reais- 
tance, which is the first of the 
Franco-Belgian conditions. 

Secon’, Germany offers no defi- 
nite sum as the total reparations. 

Third, in suggesting an impartial 
international commission to fix the 
reparations total, Germany ignores 
and seeks to violate the Versailles 
treaty, which created the repara- 
tion committee for exactly that pur- 
pose. The French see no reason 
why the reparation commission 
should ‘be supplanted. 

Fourth, the suggestions for guar- 
antees might be open to discussion 
if Germany proposed their adminis. 
‘mation by the allies, but if the Ger. 
mans administer the guarantees the 
French would expect no satisfactory 
result. 

The French are still unconvinced, 
they say, when Germany pleadg in- 
ebility to pay. They dedlare they 
have seen her living sumptuously 
and that they know she can meet 
her obligations.

By recog- 
nizing the obligation to pay repara- 
tiong the note hag created a much 
more favorable impression that the 
previous proposals from Chancellor 
Cuno, because for the first time in 
the history of the post-armistice 
negotiations Germany accepts allied 
financial control and offers positive 
guarantees,

GENEVA, June 7.—The tempor-| 
ary armament committee of the 
League of Nations today finished | 
‘Us discussion, without coming to a| 
vote, of Lord Ropert Cecil's pian for 
disarmament and a guarantee pact 
among the powers, 

It Was decided to take up the 
question later, meanwhile asking the 
Opinion of the league's permanen 
milttary oommission in regard to 
the rench counter-project present- 
ed by Colonel Requin, 

Lord Robert's project, in the opin- 
fon of many of the leading dele- 
sates, Could not be accepted and a 
compromise will be necessary in 
Which some of the features 0: voth 
his plan and that of the French wail 
be incorporated. The principal dif- 
ference between the two projects «6 
that Lord Robert demands a com- 
plete general pact of suarantees, 
while Colonel Requin proposes ar- 
rangements by two or more coun- 
tries as more Iiikely to result in im- 
mediate action in the case of at- 
tack. 

One of the greatest blows to 
Cecil's project is the announcement 
by several of the smaller members 
of the league that they cannot un- 
dertake any euch arrangements, One 
of these is Switzerland. 

The league's permanent military 
commission is also against ¢he Brit- 
isher's plan, which it has declared 
impracticable, 

The substitute suggested is a par- 
tial agreement among a emaliler 
number of the states providing fur 
immediate mutual aid in the case of 
menace, The compromise plan be- 
ing discussed tonight would unite 
these local agreements with the gen- 
eral understanding and institute 
provisions for reduction of arma- 
ments,

London despatches tell of quite a number of 
people who won fortunes betting on the’ Derby.

For every winner of large stakes there must be 
a multitude who are out of pocket. The good 
fortune of the individual is balanced by the 
losses of the many. Like speculation, betting 
redistributes money, but it does not add a penny 
to the sum total of the world’s wealth. The evil 
in it is that it teaches people to try to get some- 
thing for nothing. From the size of the stakes 
there must be a pretty large proportion of the 
population of the old lands who would rather 
take money from other people than earn it and 
save it—the usual per centage of whom get 


fleeced, 


RESTORING THE RESERVE 


Every day, or every three days or so at least, 
it gets harder and harder to believe that two 
weeks ago everybody was wondering when it 
would start to rain and what would happen if it 
didn’t. There is nothing indecisive about the 
weather in this favored country. When it gets 
hot Florida has to look to its records, when it 
turns cold there isn’t room for any doubt about 
it, when a dry spell sets in it lasts long enough 
to be noticeable, and when a wet season comes 
one may just as well run the flivver in the stable 
and hunt up his gum boots. Whatever the weather 
does it does aplenty. Just at present it is re- 
charging the ground with the reserve moisture 
that was sucked out of it by the crops and the 
sun during the last three years, and is going 
about the job in the usual business-like fashion. 


A SUGAR STRIKE? 


The United Farm Women of Manitoba are 
to boycott sugar—to the extent of limiting the 
amount they put in the rhubarb pies and allow 
the youngsters to spread on their porridge. If 
people generally will go on rations voluntarily 
the present excessive price of this commodity 
will come down to some more reasonable figure. 
There is a shortage in the world supply, not great 
but large enough to give the sugar baron an op- 
portunity to hold up the consumer. He is doing 
it apparently, as cheerfully as he did when war 
conditions presented him with the same advan- 
tage. The housewives of the land can do a good 
deal to frustrate his designs upon the family 
purse, by following the lead of the Manitoba farm 
women, The war taught us that people can get 
along without sugar, or with very little of it. 
But the sugar profiteer cannot get along with- 
out a keen public demand for his wares. In pro- 
portion as that demand weakens the price wil! 
have to come down. Very largely it rests with 
the public whether and to what extent they are 
swindled. \

From the great lakes to the Atlantie the 
people of the eastern States have been swelter- 
ing in a killing heat, broken here and there by 
thunder and lightning storms which killed more 
people and destroyed considerable property.

BRITAIN AND FRANCE 


The French and Belgian premiers held a con- 
ference in Brussels on Wednesday, when they re- 
affirmed their intention to hold the Ruhr district 
until Germany pays, or makes a beginning a! 
payment. It is claimed, however, that they said 
it In a more conciliatory tone than on previous 
occasions, and that M. Poincare declared the 
willingness of France to give frank attention to 
any plan which Berlin may have to offer. 
that an effort was made to formulate a line of 


policy with which Britain and Italy would agree. | 


This will likely be construed by anti-French 


propagandists in England as a sign that the two | 


aggressive allies are weakening on the occupa- 
tion policy and looking for an opportunity to 
back out of the Ruhr, 
the business is likely enough. Playing inter 
national bailiff is nat a particularly pleasant 
role in that area, especially as little or nothing 
has yet come of it in the way of cash or kind 
But that France and Belgium have any notion 
of giving up the attempt to collect is not at all 
in evidence. They not only want the reparations 
money, but need it desperately, and the increas. 
ing pressure they have been applying of late 
does not suggest a backing-out or backing down. 
To do that now would be fatal to the chances of 
collecting anything. So far from wanting them 
to abandon the Ruhr, the other allies could 
hardly afford to let that occur. If they did, Ger- 
many would draw the conclusion—not without 
reason—that it could not be made to pay and 
therefore would not try to pay. 

While France and Belgium seized the Ruhr 
district without British help or approval, once 
they had done so the continuance of the occupa- 
tion became a matter in whch the interests of 
all the allied countries are involved. Germany 
owes all of them. If France and Belgium had to 
give up trying to collect, the prospect of any of 
the allies getting anything from Berlin would be 
too remote to be bothered about. It would be 


almost as well to write off the whole reparations | 


account at once as to have France and Belgium 
admit defeat now and withdraw from the occu- 
pied zone without getting what they went after. 
Germany does not intend to pay unless it has to. 
The French and Belgian governments undertook 
to show it that it has to, If they gave up that 
undertaking as hopeless, the outlook for remit- 
tances from Berlin to any allied capital would 
be poorer than before the occupation, and it was 
bad enough then. What the tone of the Brus 
sels conference doubtless means is that France 
and Belgium would welcome help from Britain 
in bringing pressure to bear upon Germany, and 
that they are ready to make any concession to 
that end which does not involve a right-about. 
There is a new premier in Britain, who has been 
said to hold rather stronger views on the ques- 
tion of collecting from Germany than Mr. Bonar 
Law did. That fact no doubt had something to 
do with the bid made by the French and Belgian 
premiers for British co-operation. It likely had 
something also to do with the fact that Germany 
has prepared and presented a plan for dealing 
with the whole reparations question. Hitherto 
Berlin has not seemed to be concerned in that 
matter save in a casual way. It would be some- 
what of a shock to Tory England if Premier 
Baldwin should line up with the French and 
Belgian governments on the principle that Ger- 
many will have to pay, and start now,
